Great Care Is Needed In 
Transplanting, Is Warning of 
School Gardening Supervisor 


Editor's Note—This is .the 


third in a series -of practical 
gardening articles written by 
Mary C. Johnstone, gardening 
supervisor of the Madison pub* 
lie schools.

With most of the g-arden planted. 


I chink that we should begin to 
transplant. 
Tomatoes and cabbage 


are the most usual plants to trans- 
plant, but, if we want to, we can 
also have peppers and egg plant in 
the garden. 
These also should be 


transplanted. 


We must 
be careful 
when we 


work with the little plants in order 
not to hurt the roots. It is by the 
roots that the plant feeds and, if 
they are hurt, the plant cannot get 
so much food'for awhile. Also it 
cannot drink so much water and 
that allows the plant to wilt. If 
we can help it, wo do not want the 
plant to wilt. 


If the plants we are to use have 


been grown 
in little pots 
or in, 


paper bands, we will 
have little 


trouble in transplanting. Make a 
hole that is large enough to- hold 
the plant easily. Have the dirt'nice 


•and loose. Put the plant in the 
whole, band and all, if the plant 
is in a paper band. If the plant is 
in a-pot put-your, fingers across the 
•pot and, turning it upside ^down, 
rap the edge of the potl -.The plant 
will drop out'into youthand. When 
the plant is in the ground press the 
soil around it, being.sure .that it'is; 
firmed in around the bottom of the 
plant as well .'as1 the top. 
If the 


ground .is around the top only, the 
plant will .be "hung" and will starve 
and wither. 


1 It is a little harder to transplant 
plants which have- been grown to- 
gether in a box or basket.. Here, 
each one'must be carefully pulled 
from the others and the -roots are 
very apt to be torn. . Make a hole 
deep enough and large enough to 
hold the 
roots 
easily. 
Hold, the 


plant. in the hole 
with one hand 


and, little by little 
push--the soil 


in to the hole and firm it .in. 


The tomato plants should, be set 


about 2 to 3 feet apart in the row 
and the rows about 8 feet' apart. 
This would mean that the first TOW 
of tomato-should-be about 20 inches 
from the row next it. The rows of 
cabbage should be about 18 to 24 
inches apart" and1 should bo about 
2 feet, apart in. the -rows.. This al- 
lows plenty of room-.for cultivation 
and for -the 
large 'leaves on the 


heads.

Such, a disappointment! "Grand 


Old Badger 
State" isn't 
derived 


from anything 
particularly pomp- 


ous about the pudgy grey digger 
of burrows in the 
fertile prairie. 


In fact, Wisconsin's census of wild 
badgers isn't 
nearly as great as 


those of the more western states, 
and the name has 
nothing to do 


with the animal at all. When lead 
was found in the unglaciated region 
in the southwestern corner of the 
state, a flood of prospectors in- 
vaded it, digging holes in the hill- 
sides in search of the metal. The 
holes were called -"Badger Holes," 
and the diggers, "Badgers." 


"Wisconsin" comes 
from an old 


Sauk Indian word, Mesh-boti-sing, 
referring to ;holes in the banks of a 
stream where the birds nest. The 
French later changod the spelling 
to Wish-kin-sihg, and then refined' 
it to suit their peculiar taste into 
Ouisconsing. 


No state is richer in suggestive 


and significant place names than is 
Wisconsin, where the periods of its 
early history arc clearly marked by 
the establishment of names charac- 
teristic of great and beautiful things 
in Nature, or • registering the im- 
pressions of early explorers. Could 
the superficial 
observer 
suddenly 


acquire the faculty of thinking in. 
terms of 
the simple, old Indian 


tongues, he could sec beauty and 
romance in some of the names left 
by our early predecessors. "Omaha" 
might once have served as a call to 
arms for the "Up-Stream People," 
while to most-of us it refers merely 
a spot on the map. Governor pot? 
asked an Indian the name of a river, 
and the reply was "Neenah"(water"), 
and so came the naming of Wiscon- 
sin's 
Venice. 
"Nekoosa" carries 


the added significance of "running 
water." "Kaukauna'1 was used for 
"long portage," and 
"Oconto" in- 


dicated "place of many pickerel."

grounds it is essential that merchant ships be 
available and used for training of naval re- 
serves. 


Upon the issuance of this state- 


ment, Chairman Lasker made the fol- 
lowing statement:

When you stop to.consider-we are getting $1.00 
for 100 pounds or 2c per quart for. mi]k and 
$15 for a two-year-old steer and $4.00 to $5.00 
for veal calf and when we 'borrow money or 
give our note for a piece of machinery we pay 
8 per cent interest, and still everybody is out 
helping the farmer. 
It looks to me like the 


money power is trying to drive this nation into 
tenantry as Europe is. There is" a move on'foot 
up in this' section of tho country in St. Croix, 
Polk and Barron county, if carried out,-will in 
my judgment, put every co-operative cheese 
factory in these three counties out of business. 
Not only that, but I fear also for the Wisconsin 
Cheese Federation. I believe in cold storages 
for the dairy products but not the kind they are 
trying to put over down' here. . The three county 
agents are pushing it. Of course the county 
agent is working his head off for the farmer. 
So is the market commission. Also the farmer's 
institute. They have worked so. hard for so 
many years they must be all tired out. I would 
like to make this suggestion that they take a 
rest for one year and that we farmers be given 
thejr salaries to build real cold storages where 
we can store our dairy products and demand 
the cost of production. I know these three 
bodies will agree to this suggestion. If we could 
get even the cost of production we would need 
no guardians.—P. J. Stevens, Cylon, Wis.

"THE U S ISN'T GOING INTO THE JUNK 


BUSINESS," SAYS HEAD OF NAVY 


SCRAPPING BOARD. 


"The suggestion that the United States, go 


into the junk business we do not regard as feas- 
ible," says Rear Admiral David W. Taylor, head 
of the special board.of admirals studying the 
best methods 'of scrapping the warships to be 
•eliminated under the naval. limitation treaty. 
Admiral Taylor's statement was part of a gen- 
eral discussion of the problem. 


"The navy will, of course, 
j 
_ remove all fitting that can 
~ be used on other vessels," 


Admiral Taylor explained. 
"Furniture, for instance will 
be taken off. Furniture does 
not last long at sea, and the 
nivy is buying or building 
furniture all the time. All 
the navigation, instruments 
will be removed, as will be 
other instruments of use only 
aboard battleships. 
As for 


stripping the ships much be- 
yond this point, except for 
the guns, 1 cannot see how 


this is advisable. 


"The suggestion that the. United States go 


into the Junk business we do not regard a= feas- 
ible. It would not, in any way, solve the prob- 
lem at the navy yards.for keeping the workers 
employed,'for the simple reason that the wreck- 
ing-of a ship-is work for common labor, while 
the employes, of the navy yards are highly skill- 
ed. ., You'might as": well say it Would be r good 
thing to employ skilled labor in digging ditches. 


"The jur.k that will come off "ihe vessels will 


be copper, brass, certain machinery, such as 
small engines and motors; plumbing which is 
of high grade, and a small amount of wood. But 
more than 60 per cent of every battleship is 
steel.'

"This steel is to be 'found in the hull armor, 


the " protective d'eck~ and elsewhere.' 
To the 


junkman it will be known as. 'heavy 'melting 
scrap/ and the large pieces will' have to be 
broken up for shipment to mills that can handle 
it by melting. 'Heavy melting scrap' is dis- 
tinguished from, 'shoveling scrap' whic.i i:; com 
posed of small pieces which can be .shoveled 
much the same as coal, and which constitutes 
most of the scrap in the country.

"The ship wrecking industry in the United 


States is very small. We have never had many 
ships to scrap. However, the navy department 
is trying to interest- some of the shipbuilding 
companies" in. the-business-so :that there may be 
the greatest possible number-of bidders when 
the ships are put up for sale." 


Do you remember the pfe-soft-coal period 


when Madison was a "spotless town?" -In 
those days, a few coats of white lead applied 
in the fall, were if. possible, bleached to a light- 
er hue by spring. Our cisterns contained un- 
adulterated soft water—not the ' inky fluid of 
the present period. One's laundry could dec- 
orate the reel all day and over night, without 
becoming "polka, dotted," as is the case today, 
within much less time in the open than is re- 
quired for drying. 
The very atmosphere of 


the smokeless town was a tonic.' 


Shortly before anthracite prices became un- 


reasonable, a visitor here from Pittsburg, ques- 
lioned the-need for a local Hospital, then in 
course of construction, on the supposition that 
lealth must prevail in such a clear atmosphere.
